WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 - 
President Truman and French 
Premier Rene Pleven began 
momentous talks on the worlc 
crisis today with m u t u a 
pledges of continuing warm 
friendship between their two 
nations. 
The president and French 
leader exchanged cordialities 
at a formal ceremony of greet­ 
ings on the eastern concourse 
of Union Station shortly after 
Pleven and his party arrived 
in Washington by train. 
Standing in the open concourse 
in a light rain. Mr. Truman told 
the premier and his entourage: 
“All of us here in this country 
•re friends of France. 
“We hope to impress you with 
the fact that we are the real 
friends of France.” 
Pleven, in turn, told the presi­ 
dent: 
“We remember what your coun­ 
try did for our country during the 
last two wars, and what you have 
done for us since then. We remem­ 
ber that during the last two cen­ 
turies your country and my coun­ 
try have been friends.”

—One of the worst ice storms in 
Pittsburgh history hiked the in­ 
jury toll near the 400 mark today. 
Hundreds of Pittsburghers and 
equal numbers elsewhere in west­ 
ern Pennsylvania suffered broken 
bones, sprains and other serious 
injuries from falls caused by ice-1 
coated 
pavements, 
streets 
and j 
highways during the week end. 
Only a 
few victims 
suffered 
from traffic accidents, however. 
An 
overnight 
snow, 
w h i c h 
changed to sleet in many areas 
around Pittsburgh, placed a thin 
crust of ice on district highways 
and thorofares today, and although 
chains are able to cut through to 
the street base, driving was dan­ 
gerous. 
Hazardous Driving 
Light 
snow, 
propelled 
by

steady wind, coated windshields 
with * ice, further increasing the 
hazard of driving. 
The ice storm started early yes­ 
terday and continued through the 
day. About a quarter-inch of ice 
covered sidewalks and streets and 
caught early church-goers by sur- 
prise.

TOKYO. Jan. 29.—(INS)—John 
Foster Dulles, head of an Ameri 
can mission in Tokyo to explore 
prospects of a peace treaty with 
Japan, held his first conference 
today with Japanese Prem ier Shi- 
geru Yoshida.

The broadcast urged the Jap­ 
anese people to “smash the plot 
for a separ-ate peace which has 
been concocted between the Amer­ 
ican imperialists and the Yoshida 
government.”

The record was held previously 
by the Pueblo, Colo., works of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Corpora­ 
tion, where workers racked up 5,- 
589,367 man hours without a lost 
time accident.

New naval bombardments 
in the area of Inchon, port of 
Seoul, on the west coast and in 
the vicinity of Sokcho, north 
of the 38th Parallel on the 
east coast, were announced by 
Naval Headquarters in Tokyo. 
Shell Inchon Area 
The U. S. heavy cruiser St. Paul, 
British cruiser Ceylon and U. S. 
destroyer Hank shelled targets in 
the Inchon area throughout Satur­ 
day night and Sunday. A large Red 
bivouac 
area, 
warehouses, 
road 
junctions and enemy-occupied vil­ 
lages as far as 15 miles southeast 
of Inchon were blasted by 600 
rounds of big naval shells. 
A shore battery five miles south 
of Inchon fired on the St. Paul 
but the enemy guns were silenced 
without a single shell reaching the 
cruiser. 
The U. S. cruiser Manchester 
blasted the Sokcho area on the 
east coast with benefit of spotting 
from a helicopter. One power sta­ 
tion was destroyed and a number 
of buildings wrecked or set afire.

Erect 21 New City Traffic 
Lights In Haven's Regime 


During 
the 
period 
John 
F. 
Haven served as police chief, and 
during the time he has served as 
mayor, this being his second term, 
he has caused, with the consent of 
council, to be erected 21 traffic 
lights, three of which are the 
flasher type, and has just secured 
state permission to erect three 
more part-time signals. A request 
will be forwarded to Harrisburg or 
sanction to erect another part-time 
signal here. 
Mayor and council believe that 
traffic lights erected at important 
intersections do much to expedite 
traffic. Had they not been erected, 
congestion would have occurred, 
the mayor reports, because the 
quota of police would not permit 
assigning an officer to direct traf­ 
fic by hand or whistle. 
Important Signal 
One of the most important sig­ 
nals put up was at North Jeffer­ 
son and Grant street. Before it was 
erected, accident after accident 
occurred. The same situation ap­ 
plied to North Mercer street and 
Wallace avenue. A light was put 
up at Highland and Park avenues 
because of accidents. 
Flasher signals are at Moody 
and North Mercer street, Moody 
and Wilmington avenues and at 
Taylor and Neal streets. They are 
designed as warning lights and act 
as a deterrent on motorists who 
speed. The flashfr light reminds 
them of cross streets and pedes­ 
trians. 
•

avenue and Morovia street are a 
big benefit to industrial traffic, 
and those at Sampson and Grant 
streets, and also at Greenwood 
avenue 
and 
West 
Washington 
street, and also at West Washing­ 
ton street and Atlantic avenue, 
aid “through” traffic entering and 
flowing from U. S. Route 422 and 
also from old Route 422. 
The light at Mill and Long ave­ 
nue, in the heart of a business dis­ 
trict, afforts south, east and west 
traffic a chance to move correctly 
while the proposed light at East 
Washington street, Arlington and 
Rose avenue will prove beneficial, 
as complaint time and again has 
stated traffic could not flow into 
East Washington street from either 
side because of the east and west 
traffic. 
The traffic from the Ray street 
district can now flow safely into 
Butler avenue and East Washing­ 
ton street. Where they join Taylor 
street, a “through” traffic lane, is 
an important light, as is the flasher 
light at Taylor and Neal streets. 
In South Mill street at Grove and 
at Croton avenue, traffic always 
jammed before the lights were 
erected. It gives traffic a chance to 
operate east through Grove street, 
or west through Croton avenue to 
South Jefferson street. 
No traffic signal is erected with­ 
out the traffic situation first hav­ 
ing been studied. 
Different timing is given differ­ 
ent lights, or in other words the 
time allotted for traffic to move in 
either way, 
depends 
upon 
the 
amount of traffic. 
With traffic becoming heavier 
day by day, it would be impossible 
to have a policeman at all of the 
needed corner».. 
However, especial care is taken 
of school children at school cross­ 
ings, the system also having been 
installed when the mayor was po­ 
lice chief. 
An officer is kept at Mill and 
Washington street, and also one at 
North and North Mill stret, to help 
direct traffic at these congested 
points. 
When the mayor became a pub­ 
lic servant as chief of police there 
were only nine traffic lights in op­ 
eration here. 
In procuring lights the mayor 
makes the recommendation and 
supporting or non-supporting ac­ 
tion is taken by council.

Three New Police

Attlee told the House that Bri­ 
tain will mobilize 235 thousand 
reservists for a 15-day refresher 
training period with the Army this 
summer. 
About 10 thousand officers and 
men from the Royal Air Force 
Reserve will also be called up for 
a 15-day refresher. 
Attlee said that the government’s 
target is a total of 800 thousand 
men for the armed forces by April 
1 compared with approximately 
682 thousand at present. 
The Prime Minister said the gov­ 
ernment has decided to mobilize 
about 600 officers and 6,000 men 
from the naval reserve for 18 
month’s service. 
Another 2,300 officers and men 
will be called up for three months 
training in the Auxiliary Air Force 
and 1,000 air crew reserves will be 
ummoned for a three month’s re 
fresher with the R.A.F. 
All reserves will be handpicked.

HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 29—Script 
w riter/ take off their hats to Bing 
Crosby even though The Groaner 
keeps changing the movie lines 
they have written for him. 
Jam es Vincent, Paramount dia- 
logue director, clams that Bing 
does not change the lines because 
of temperament, but because he is 
vitally interested in every scene 
being good. 
“The amazing thilkg,” says Vin­ 
cent, “is that almost every time 
Bing makes a substitution it is bet­ 
ter than the original dialogue and 
I don’t mean to reflect on the 
acript writers. His changes are bet­ 
ter for him. They have a natural­ 
ness and a sjSontanelty whldh is far 
superior to a studied, letter-perfect 
performance.” 
Makes Own Dialogue 
Set-workers on Frank Capra's 
"Here Comes the Groom” at Para­ 
mount are constantly wondering 
what variation Bing will give to 
the dialogue in any scene. For ex­ 
ample, he was supposed to be 
teaching Alexis Smith, playing a 
atuffy society girl, to walk in a 
sexy manner. 
A line started out, “Walk Like 
You’re Having Fun Just Moving.” 
By the time Bing kicked it around 
it came out, “Just barge along, like 
an old bait-boat.”

accidentally. 
He blames Bing, bawls him .out 
and stalks out the door. Crosby de­ 
cided to add a final line. 
Since he is supposed to be a re­ 
porter

fellow: “Sorry, have it fixed and 
send the bill to me at the Express.” 
It was not bad, but it was rather a 
routine line. 
On the final “take,” Bing said: 
“There’s a dentist in the village. 
The novocaine’s on me.” 
Has Good Memory 
Among other things, 
Vincent 
praises Bing’s “photographic mem­ 
ory.” The dialogue director says 
that Bing can glance at a long 
scene, even an eight-pager and 


know the whole thing in a m atter 
of a minute or two. 
Bing does not change all of his 
lines by any means. In many in­ 
stances, he sticks to the script with 
a flawless fluency. And Director 
Capra is the boss on the “Groom” 
picture. If Capra does not approve 
of a substitution or a sudden ad 
lib it does not stay in the picture. 
It 1» Bing’s way with words. Off­ 
screen, he automatically avoids the 
commonplace phrase, deftly dodges 
the tired cliche. When the players 
are about to start a scene, Crosby 
never uses the trite "Let’s^ go.” His 
favorite is "Let’s simmer.”

In the variety trials two red 
clovers excelled.

per cent. 
Penscot was the out­ 
standing clover in the Lawrence 
County demonstration. 
Only a limited amount of Ken­ 
land seed has been placed on the 
market, and very little certified 
Penscot. 
Some uncertified Pen­ 
scot seen may be bought from in­ 
dividual farmers. 
Two wilt-resistant alfalfa varie­ 
ties, Ranger and Buffalo, made 
good showings in the variety trials, 
and seed of both is available. 
Limited 
quantities of 
Empire 
birdsfoot trefoil seed are avail­ 
able. 
This is the variety which 
stood out in the 1950 trials. Some 
certified seed also may be had of 
the leading southern varieties of 
bromegrass. 
such 
as 
Lincoln, 
Achenbach and Fisher. These out­ 
performed the northern strains in 
all of the tests. 
As with corn, potatoes, and some 
other crops, the important thing 
in getting grass or legume seed is 
to insist on the particular strain 
or variety best adapted to local 
conditions. 
M e r e l y 
specifying 
‘‘bromegrass’’ in an order, for ex­ 
ample, could result in a shipment 
of either the northern or the south­ 
ern kinds. 
If the other brought 
a good southern strain the results 
probably would be favorable. 
A 
northern strain, under Pennsyl­ 
vania conditions, very likely would 
produce a very short crop.

Restrictions Placed 


On All Hungarian 


Diplomats In U.S. 
(BULLETIN) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—(INS' 
—The United States today ordered 
all Hungarian diplomats In Wash­ 
ington restriction to an 18-mile 
area surrounding the city. 
The move came In swift retalia­ 
tion for Hungary’s order prohibit­ 
ing American legation personnel 
from traveling without permission 
more than 30 kilometers from the 
Hungarian Foreign Office. 
The State Department delivered 
a formal note to Hungarian Min­ 
ister Imre Horvath advising him 
that 
effective 
immediately 
all 
members of his mission in Wash­ 
ington and their dependents would 
be confined to an 18-mile area, the 
perim eter of which is fixed from 
the White House. 
Accompanying the note 
were 
special forma to be filled out for 
special permission to travel, upon 
which the State departm ent will
